It is) 
our High Calling to allow our wills 
to be in harmony with His, our Minds | 
to reach out towards His, and, in this | 
way, our bodies will also be suitably | 
attuned members of His body, and} 
thus transcend disease. 

In passing, let me say, I do not be-
